SUBJECT: Need for Continued Vigilance in Cuban Crisis 


1, It is requested that the following RYBAT message be sent to your 
field stations using priority or lower precedence as necessary. 
The message should bear two references, One of these is the 
brief cable which was sent to all stations at my request on 
19 October 1962 asking station chiefs to cancel plans for absence 
from the station until further notice. The second reference should 
be the longer message which was sent at my request on 22 October 
1962 warning against sabotage and re-emphasizing the importance 
of indicators of imminence of hostilities.
